General Buller Report* tlie Ueleat of 


the Boer* to be Complete 


The war office has received the follow- 


ing dispatch from General Buler, dated 
Ladysmith, March 2: 


"I find the defeat of the Boers more 


complete than I had dared to anticipate. 
This whole district is completely clear 
of them, and, except at the top of Van 
Boenen's pass, where several wagons 
are visible, I find no trace of them. 


"Their last train left Modder Spruit 


station about 1 o'clock yesterday and 
they then blew up the bridge. They 
packed their wagons six days ago, mov- 
ing them to the north of Ladysmith, so 
that we had no chance of intercepting 
them; but they have left vast quantities 
cf ammunition of all sorts, herds, grass, 
camp and individual necessaries. They 
have got away with all their guns except 
two." 


General Buller, accompanied by his 


staff, arrived at Ladysmith at 11:40 a. 
m. yesterday. He entered the town un- 
noticed, as more cavalry was coming in 
during the morning. The news of his 
arrival soon spread, however, and Gen- 
eral White and his staff at once went to 
receive him. The two generals met 
amid scenes of tremendous enthusiasm, 
and General Buller laad an immense re» 
ception. 


AVluslou Cluirolilll'* Picture of the 


Vaftli to ladysrultli 


Ix>h6on, March 3.—Winston ChurcnTii, 


who accompanied the Ladysmith relief 
column, telegraphing his experiences, 
pays: "During the afternoon of Feb. 28 
the cavalry brigades pressed forward 
under Colonel Burn-Murdoch toward 
Bulwana hill and under Lord Dun- 
dorcald in the direction of Ladysmith. 
The Boers fired •Ja both with artillery 
from Bulwana. 


"About 4 o'clock Major Gough'9 regi- 


ment, which was in the advance, found 
the ridges surrounding and concealing 
liadysmith apparently unoccupied. He 
reported the fact to Lord Dundonald, 
who determined to ride through the gap 
•with the light horse and carbineers. 


"The rest of the brigade was sent back 


to General Buller's picket line. It was 
evening when we started. About an. 
hour of daylight remained. We gal- 
loped on swifcly, in spite of the rough 
ground, up and down hill, through scrub 
and rocks and dongas until we could sea i 
the British guns flashing from Wagon 
hill; but on we went faster, until sud- 
denly there came a challenge from the 
•crub, 'Who goes th«s-«?' 


"The relieving army," we replied; 


"and then the tattered and almost boot- 
less men crowded around, cheering very 
feebly. Even in the gioom we could see 
how thin and pale they iooked; but how 
glad they were."

If only the marvellous wave of en- 


thusiastic rejoicing that swept over 
the country this week could find ex- 
pression in material rewards Lord Rob- 
erts and his fellow heroes of the hour 
would all be made dukes forthwith. 


The change that came over the spirit 


of Great Britain's war dream can, only 
be. appreciated! by those who 
went 


through those long four months of un- 
iequialled jjlaorniiness and degression 
and of what is now freely admitted to 
be defeats. 
The scenes accompanying this change 
equalled the wildest delight that ever 
gushed through impressionable France. 
To a certain extent tney were auite 
uncharacteristic of the British race 
and quite put in the shade any demon- 
strations that occurred in the United 
States during the Srianish-Amertcan 
war. 


Kimberely relieved and scarcely a 


stir was noticeable in this densely pop- 
ulated United Kingdom. 


Lord Roberts!, by excellent strategy, 


caught CTomje in a vice and annihilat- 
ed him and the nation said well done 
with several degrees less fervor than 
it would have made the earner remark 
had England, beaten Australia 
at 


cricket. 


The barriers of British self-restraint 


and reserve were not yet broken down, 
though hundreds of thousands went 
about the daily business apparently 
complacent. 


Ladysmith relieved and then came 


the deluge. The- mad forms which, it 
took have already been described. 


Long casualty list were passed al-

'Oct. IS, 189$, to Jan. 1, 1900, together with 
,any further customs revenue collected 
•on importations from Puerto Rico since 
[Jan. 1, 1900, or that shall hereafter be 
.collected under existing law, shall be 
Iplaced at the disposal of the president, 
ito be used for the government and bene- 
fit of Puerto Rico until otherwise pro- 
vided by law; and the revenues herein 
referred to, already collected and to be 
collected under existing law, are hereby 
appropriated for the purposes herein 
iepecified out of any moneys in the treas- 
Jury not otherwise appropriated."

CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS 


Fall River, Mass., March 3.—Members 


Of the Textile Council, representing the 
operatives of the ctty and the executive 
committee of the Manufacturers' as- 
soclaition. acting for the mill m&n, met 
in conference yesterday to discuss the 
draft of a sliding scale offered by the 
textile representatives tor the consid- 
eration 
of 
thu manufacturers. The 


scale submitted Jy the operatives had 
for Its basis an io-cant margin between 
cotton and cloth, this figure giving 19 
cents a cu/t for weaving regular 64x64's.

SNOW, RAIN AND WIND

New England Treated to a 


Great Variety of Foul 


Weather 


Boston. March 3.—The Maine coast ap- 


parently bore the brunt of the storm 
Just passed, and reports Indicate that it 
was felt more severely and over a great- 
er area than the famous November, '98, 
disturbance of the elements. 


Coming on the very heels of a heavy 


fall of rain in southern New England 
and of two or three feet of snow in the 
Interior, with rivers swollen beyond 
their banks by recent rains, the tides 
swept up rivers and Into Indentations in 
the coasit line until their onrushes were 
like tidal waves. 


Water In such rivers as the Kennebec 


and Penobscot rose on the full of the 
tide until previous high marks had been 
washed over, and piers were lifted from 
their foundations and strained by the 
waves until they had been made useless. 


An idea of the height of the waves vrafc 


seen at Ear Harbor, where the water 
front was swept so wildly that the sea 
wall of granite was torn up, stretches of 
the famous board walk driven up on the 
lawns of fashionable residences, private 
landing piers broker SP, ancl which is 
more striking yet, t&e crest of Hardy's 
Point washed by the surf. In fact, the 
Mount Desert Island shores have not 
known such a washing as those of tha 
tides yesterday. 


The city of Bath was twice Isolated 


from Its environs, ana the police officers 
became boa/linen at the morning tide to 
rescue ptx>ple "in houses on water front 
utreets. At Rockland water rushed into 
lime quarries, kilns and storage sheds, 
Which are unusually well protected, and 
two lime fires occurred. Portland'har- 
bor was a boisterous place all Thursday 
night and yesterday, but shipping held 
tight anchorage and the losses were not 
heavy. 


Coastwise shipping suffered little in- 


convenience, as the bad weather of the 
week has kept the fleets In the many 
harbors from Vineyard Haven to East- 
port. A fishing schooner planted her- 
self on the sands of Cape Cod, and Frank 
Jones' steam yacht Sagamore went 
ashore at Sullivan, Me., but was floated 
on the next tide with little damage. 


In southern New England the high 


tides prevented the surcharged streams 
from emptying quickly Into the sea and 
the backwater stopped scores of mills 
and made idle for indefinite periods 
thousands of mill help. 


The weather In southern New Eng- 


land has been clear with falling tem- 
perature, but In northern New England 
a snowstorfn raged, changing to rain 
last night. Whole counties are snow- 
bound, railway traffic tied up, and no 
signs of relief in sight. No greater con- 
trasts of weather could be experienced 
than have been New England's lot since 
last Sunday. 


Djath of Congressmen Epes. 


Washington, March 3.—Congressman 


Sydney Epes of Virginia, who was oper- 
ated on for appendicitis yesterday, died 
at Garfield hospital at midnight. Mr. 
Epes was ill but a short time, having at- 
tended the session of the house on Wed- 
nesday. He was born In 1S65, was a 
journalist and had served In the legisla- 
ture of Virginia In the Fifty-fifth con- 
gress until unseated by the Republicans, 
and in the present congress. He was a 
Democrat. 


Expansion and Finances Ignored. 


Salt Lake City, March 3.—The Repub- 


lican state convention met yesterday to 
nominate a candidate for congress to 
fill the vacancy caused by the exclusion 
of B. H. Roberts from the house of rep- 
resentatives at Washington. J. T. Ham- 
mond was nominated for representative 
in congress. A platform was adopted 
which endorses the McKinley adminis- 
tration. It says nothing of expansion 
or the financial question.

Stephen Fiske describes the Prince of 


Wales' visit to America in the Ladies'

da: "The Catholics had gained a little 
victory over the storn Duke of Newcas- 
tle at Quebec, and now the Orangemen 
demanded to be nllowed to present ad- 
dresses to the prince and to be recoivcd 
separately from their Catholic fellow 
citizens. The duko consulted with Gov- 
ernor General Head and refn=ed (o per- 
mit this distinction. 
At Kingston an 


Orange 'dcmoustralion was prepared, 
and the royal party did not land from 
the steamer. Tho Orangemen chartered 
another steamer and pursued the priuce 
to Brockton, but again he was not al- 
lowed to go on shore. At Coburg a par- 
ty of 50 Canadian gentlemen took the 
horses from his carriage and drew him 
through the pretty haralet. At Toronto 
the mayor apologized :or the display of 
Orange flags. The priuce was hooted 
and hissed wheu ho attended church, 
and serious riots were feared. 


"All trouble was averted, however, 


by the good humor of (he prineo him- 
self. 
He was taking a drive with the 


duke, and the Orangemen hastily hung 
a banner across the road so that the roy- 
al party had to drive under it. Newcas- 
tle waa indignant and ordered the coach- 
man to turn back; but, lo, another Or- 
ange banner had been huug to cut off 
the retreat. 
Then the prince laughed 


heartily, took off his hat to the flag and 
was cheered by the Orangemen. 
How- 


ever, the duke was not mollified, ancl the 
journey to Niagara falls was expedited. 
The prince first saw the preat falls on 
Sept. 15. A number of riding horses had 
been provided by the Canadian govern- 
ment, and he mounted at once and rode 
to view tho fulls from various points."

PUZZLERS IN COUBT. 


POINTS THAT HAVE KEPT THE LAW- 


YERS GUESSING, 


Curious Questions Raised In Courts otlanr. 


All Countries Contribute a Share of 
What Would Make an Interesting Vol- 
ume—Sevtral Example*. 


An interesting volume might be writ- 


ton on the curious points of law that 
are constantly arising in the oonrta 
The most expert lawyers and judges are 
frequently puzzled by the novel situa- 
tions in which they are placed. 


One of the moat curious points of law 


on record arose recently in a court at 
Jersey, in America. The question was 
whether eggs, after reaching a certain 
stage of incubation, were to be regarded 
as eggs or chickens. After quarreling 
about the matter for sometime, counsel 
offered to break one of the eggs to sat- 
isfy the law that it contained a chicken, 
in which case, of course, the eggs would 
have been considerably enhanced in 
value, but there was a general demur 
to this suggestion, and the justice re- 
served his decision till he had consulted 
hia colleagues. The result had not come 
to hand at the time of writing. 


A remarkable case in France excited 


a great deal of attention some time ago. 
A gentleman dining on the terrace of a 
Narbonne restaurant let a bank note 
fall into his soup. He laid it down on 
the table to dry and a gust of wind 
blew it away. A passing dog swallowed 
the note, and the gentleman detained 
the animal, whose collar happened to 
bear its master's name. Indignant at 
his loss, the owner of the note sued the 
dog's master for 100 francs, the value 
of the note. There was:mnch legal hair 
splitting, but at length the court ordered 
the owner of the dog to pay the money. 


Another French case was that against 


a Paris hairdresser, who was sued by a 
lady for £60, being the price of her 
damaged looks. The fair claimant had 
used the hairdresser's wash, which was 
said to restore fallen locks, but the result 
in this case was to burn the hair off com- 
pletely. 
The pofnt was the liability of 


the hairdresser, and the court awarded 
the lady £8. 
• • 


Applications for injunctions often 


raise curious points. Not long ago an 
injunction was granted to restrain an 
officer in the life guards from keeping 
horses in a London drawing room, the 
ground of objection being the noise 


1 which the animals made, which annoyed 


I the neighbors. The offending officer is 
now in a lunatic asylum.

There was a fight not long ago in one 


' of the London courts between a barrel 


organ and a piano, an injunction being 
claimed to restrain a gentleman from 
keeping an organ. It seemed that the 
offender was annoyed by his next door 
neighbor's piano, and to avenge himself 
he obtained a barrel organ, which he 
played at all times of the day. The 


j question of the "liberty of the subject," 
' of course, came up, but the court de- 
' cided that, if an Englishman's house is 
his castle, it is not a fit place for a bar- 
rel organ that never stops, and the organ 
| received strict instructions to remain 


silent, on the ground that the owner evi- 
dently intended to create a nuisance. 


The market value of a cough was the 


question submitted to the Birmingham 
county court. A barrister sued a rail- 
way company for £60 for discomfort 
suffered by smoking being allowed in a 
waiting room at a station and in non- 


j smoking carriages. The smoking aggra- 
vated the barrister's cough, and he was 
awarded £10. 


A queer point arose in the revision 


court at Nottingham. While the court

K<fk~> in a caso in which a chimneysweep 
sued a je'welerfor a precious stone. The 
sweep had found a brooch on his ropnds, 
which he took to the jeweler, who ex- 
tracted a precious stone and substituted 
a worthless imitation. On this being 
discovrred, the jeweler replied to the 
sweep's demand for the return of his 
stone that the stone did not belong to 
the sweep, as he had found it, the infer- 
ence being that no could, therefore, 
steal it with impunity. The court;, how- 
ever, held otherwise, and the sweep re- 
covered his jrwcl.

How He Came to Adopt 'T, 8." u His 


Initials. 


Up to the start for West Point, Grant 


had been Hiram Ulysses, or H. CTlyssea 
Grant. 
The young traveler required a 


trunk, and Tbomaa Walker, a local 
"genius," was the man to make it. He 
did so, and, to finish it off, he traced on 
the cover in big brass taoka the initials 
"H. U. G." James Marshall, Ulysaea1 
cousin, went to help him carry tha new 
trunk home. Ulysses looked at the big, 
glaring letters. "I won't have that so," 
he said. "It spells 'hug.' The boys 
would plague me about it."

ndjut-int general of the department of 
Malanzus aud Santa Clara by an offi- 
cer just returned from a trip into all 
the provinces east of Havana, says 
the >,ew i'ork San. The trip was tak- 
en with the object of inspecting the ac- 
counts of the civil officers of the Is- 
land and consumed all of November, 
December and January. 
It afforded 


an excellent opportunity of studying 
the habits and customs of, the people 
and present conditions of the country. 


The examinations of the accounts of 


the civil officers showed that in the 
smaller towns the public records had 
been kept with great accuracy and 
care, and in no case were any evi- 
dences of fraud or culpable negligence 
discovered. 
The only errors found, 


the report states, were the results of 
conflicting iaptructions and the com- 
plicated system of bookkeeping. The 
showing is the more remarkable be- 
cause of cumbersome, complicated and 
expensive methods employed, and the 
attitude of the people toward Ameri- 
can institutions was evidenced every- 
where in their cheerful readiness to 
adopt simpler methods and to comply 
with instructions. 
The report sug- 


gests a change in the present system of 
administration of civil affairs because 
It requires a large force of clerks and 
the renting 
of considerable private 


property, which could be avoided. 


The 
country 
people, the 
report 


•tates, show little interest In political 
questions, most of their attention be- 
ing devoted to their work. Men, wo- 
men and children are found at work in 
the fields before daylight and often 
after dark. 
In the tobacco districts- 


the reconstruction of their homes toy 
the poorer farmers Is proceeding slow- 
ly because of the scarcity of work ani- 
mals and tools and the condition of 
the roads and trails, which in many 
districts are impassable. 
The poorer 


classes are obliged to carry the prod- 
tits of their farms on their shoulders 
to the nearest towns, In some cases a 
distance of 30 miles. In spite of these 
difficulties, however, ,the officer be- 
lieves that with proper assistance the 
country Cubans will be self support- 
ing inside of a year. It is the officer's 
belief that nothing short of actual 
force could now divert the country Cu- 
bans from their peaceful pursuits. On 
all sides it is apparent that the atten- 
tion of these classes is devoted to th» 
needs of their families and the recu- 
peration of their fortunes. In one dis- 
trict in the mountains 208 families 
have only two yoke of oxen. One fam- 
ily has a farm of over 3,000 acres, but 
possesses no working animals and only 
a few tools. 
Nevertheless they ai» 


working cheerfully. 
The statements 


that have been made representing the 
Cuban character as Irredeemably bad, 
the writer of this report says, are ab- 
solutely untrue. 


In Puert* Principe, where cattle 


raising is the principal industry, the 
conditions are worse than In the to- 
bacco raising district because, while 
there is arable land, the people have 
been bred to the care of stock and are 
not farmers. 
Some plan, It Is sug- 


gested, should be devised by which 
they could purchase on credit a few 
head of cattle. 
This, It Is added, 


would result In the rapid recovery of 
their fortunes. 


lu the sugar raising country the sal- 


vation of the poorer classes depends, 
the .report says, upon the people ob- 
taining small farms. 
The starvation 


during the war has weakened these 
people to such an extent that It Is im- 
possible for them to labor in the cane- 
fields as they used to do. To enable 
them to perform regular work good 
food and medicine will be required for 
a number <sf months. 


It is difficult to understand, says the 


report, how surplus money could be 
better Invested than In buying farms 
for the country Cubans, as the future 
of tbe Island appears to be largely de- 
pendent upon the success of this class.

GAS MONOPOLY 


While the public is thinking over the 


preliminary report of the industrial 
commission, dealing with monopoly, 
things are transpiring regarding the 
Haverhill gas situation which have to 
do vitally with government 
control. 


"We have before discussed thisHaverhill 
gas matter and readers of the Tran- 
script must be familiar with it. 
Briefly, the Haverhill gas company was 
making enormous profits and declaring 
exceptionally large dividends. 
The 


company 
feared 
a. public 
protest 


against the price of gas that yielded 
such richreturn on the capital invested 
but under Massachusetts laws was pro- 
hibited from increasing the capitaliza- 
tion so that the earnings would appear 
^.nailer. A scheme was projected to 
oi gcinize a, new company of large cap- 


aa tiansmitted to both houses 


of congress Thursday by Senator Kyle, 
its chairman, a preliminary report of 
the industrial commission, which for a 
long time has been busying itself with 
taking a vast amount of testimony 
bearing upon the great economic ques- 
tions regarding which the public look to 
legislation as a means to further public 
interest So much of the preliminary 
report as has yet found its way Into 
print is devoted to the trust Question 
and contains recommendations to con- 
gress. The briefest way to explain and 
to give the commission's recommenda- 
tions is to give some extracts from the 
report. Here are some: 


"As a result of our investigation of 


industrial combinations thus far, your j 
commission are of opinion that certain 
evils in connection with them shouid 
b(: checked by appropriate legislation. 
Experience proves that industrial com- 
binations have become fixtures in our 
business life. 
Their power for evil 


should be destroyed and their means 
for good preserved. "We suggest tliat if 
uhat we propose be severally adopted 
by the states, or as far cts possible by 
the federal government, -we are confi- 
dent it will be of great service and 
will not endanger business prosprity. 


"To prevent the organizers of corpo- 


rations from deceiving investors and 
the public, either through suppression 
oi material facts or by making- mis- 
leading statements, your commission 
recommend: 


(A) That the promoters .and organiz- 


ers of corporations or industrial com- 
binations which look to the miblic to 
purchase or deal in their stocks or se- 
curities should be required to furnish 
full details regarding the organization, 
the property or services for which 
stocks or securities are to be issued, 
amount and kind of same, and all other 
material 
information necessary for 


safe and intelligent Investment.1 


(B) That any prospectus 
or an- 


nouncement of any kind of soliciting 
subscriptions which fails to make full 
disclosures as aforesaid, or which is 
false, should be deemed fraudulent, and 
the promoters, with their associates, 
held legally responsible. 


(C) That the nature of the business 


of the corporation or industrial com- 
bination, all powers granted to direc- 
tors and officers thereof, and all limita- 
tions upon, them or upon the rights or 
powers of members should be reauired 
to be expressed in the certificate of in- 
corporation which instrument should 
be open to inspection by any investor. 


(D) The affairs of a corporation or 


industrial combination should be car- 
ried on without detriment to the pub- 
lic in the interest of its members, and 
under their lawful control. To this end 
the directors or trustees should be re- 
quired: 


(1) To report to the members thereof 


its financial condition in reasonable de- 
tail, verified by a canine tent auditor, 
at least once each year; 


(2) To inform members regarding the 


method and conduct of business by 
granting them, under proper restric- 
tions, acgess to records of directors' 


it.iization and buy out the old company j meetings "or otherwise; 
of pmall capitalization, thus get around 
the law, make a good round sum by the 
transaction and continue to take the 
same amount of money from the peo- 
ple without it appearing so big. 


The people of Haverhill raised a 


righteous shout and carried the matter 
before the state gas commission. There 
was then a large-sized fight on be- 
tween the gas company and the Haver- 
hill folk with the state gas commission 
as umpire. For -a, time it seemed as if 
the commission would side with the 
corporation, but 
it 
acquitted itself 


nobly in the end by decreeing that the 
Haverhill company should reduce the 
price of gas to 80 cents a 
thousand 


feet. 


Then came the great question, would 


the gas company obey the state com- 
mission? The question has been an- 
swered, the company refusing to obey 
the mandate of the commission. The 
matter will now be carried 
to the 


courts, and on the decision of 
the 


courts will depend, not only the price of 
gas in Haverhill, but the settling of the 
far more important matter, the basic 
question whether a state commission to 
protect the people from the oppression 
of monopoly shall be obeyed by mon- 
opoly when it issues an order in com- 
pliance with law and in the interests 
of the public. 


The Haverhill case has virtually 


brought on a fight between the peoplt 
of the state and the gas companies of 
the state. No sooner had the commis- 
sion issued its mandate to the Haver- 
hill company than mere appeared In 
flie state legislature a number of reso- 
(utions directing the gas commission to 
investigate the gas situation in many 
;ities. 
One resolution comprehended 


an investigation 
of 
the situation 


ihroughout the commonwealth. In ad- 
dition to this expression of public senti- 
ment IP the legislature, newspapers in- 
fluential in their cities took up the 
matter of gas prices and agitated for 
a rnatfrial reduction. 
A notable jn- 


htance is the efforts of the Springfield 
Republican made on behalf of the Re- 
publican's home city, 


In the meantime the gas companies 


of the commonwealth have not been 
suspected of being idle-. It is under- 
stood that there has been a getting to- 
gether of them to fight the issue, and 
It ia believed that the refusal of the 
Haverhill company to obey the state 
commission is backed by most all the 
gas companies In the state, who see 
that the fall of the Haverhill monopoly 
would be but the forerunner of a long 
series of popular victories. . 


Gas monopolies are among tho most 


absolute monopolies. Cities of moderate 


1 size cannot afford to have their ptroeis 


dug up by a now and competing com- 


(3) To provide for the use of members, 


before the annual meetings, lists of 
members, with their addresses and 
their several holdings; and 


(4) To provide in whatever 
other 


ways may be named in the certificate 
cf incorporation means whereby the 
members may prevent the misuse of 
their proprty by directors or trustees. 


The lager corporations—-the so-called 


trusts—should be required to publish 
annually a properly audited report, 
showing in reason abledetail their assets 
and liabilities, with profit or loss; such 
report and audit under oath to be sub- 
ject to government inspection. 
The 


purpose of such publicity is to encour- 
age competition •rchen profits become 
excessive, thus protecting consumers 
against too high prices and to guard 
the interests of employes by a know- 
ledge of the financial condition of the 
business in which they are employed. 


"From the testimony given before the 


commission it has been proved that be- 
fore the passage of the interstate com- 
merce act discriminating freight rates 
were frequently secured by large ship- 
pers. 
Other vidence seems to show 


that like discriminating' favors are 
even now granted. 


"Believing that these discriminations 


clearly tend toward the control of 
business by large combinations, your 
commission further recommend: 


"(a) That the interstate commerce 


commission be given authority not only 
to prescribe the methods of keeping 
accounts of the railroads and to de- 
mand renorts in such detail as it may 
require, but also to insnect and audit 
said accounts; 


"(b) That the interstate commerce 


law be so amended as to make the de- 
cisions of the commission ooerative at 
a day fixed in thp decisions and until 
reversed by the United States courts, 
on appeal: 


"(c) That the interstate commerce 


commission be authorized to prescribe 
classifications of freight articles, and 
to make rules and 
regulations for 


freight transportation, throughout the 
United States; and 


"(d) That penalties for violations of 


the interstate commerce act should be 
appropriate fines against thp carrier 
and not imprisonment of officials." 


Uniformity of legislation tduchinsr 


trusts, by the states severally or by 
the federal government, to ensure pub- 
licity will be seen to be the main re- 
commendation of the commission. This 
much students of economic Questions 
have alrrady agreed upon, but the va- 
lue of the .-ommission's statr-ment if it 
llos In getting it before congress and 
the country ia the official ami some- 
what authoritative way in which it is 
now presented. 
It remains now for 


congress to rise to the occasion and 
frame, so fa.r as llos within the federal 
power, a law looking to this end. 


It |g Interesting to noto that the com- 
rrtisslon has not found "rounds to 
strongly intlict the railroads for dis- 
criminating in respect to shipners. This 
much is complimentary to the Inter- 
state commerce erimmlnion, for the re- 
port expressly stairs that thn discrimi- 
nation was nrlor to tho establishment 
(•I tho rommisHion. However, the re- 
port says that there is even now some : 


discrimination and its recommenda- 
tions in this respect amount to a 
wholesome government supervision of 
railroad business. And the aenalty for 
violations should be noted. The recom- 
mendation on this point la that the 
penalty should be paid by the offending 
corporation, not the Imprisonment of 
railroad officials. This is good, but the 
fine must be large enough to make it 
really felt and not too large to make 
courts hesitate about imposing it 


The commission does not report any- 


thing that touches the matter of penal- 
ties for trusts extracting great gain 
from the people. It may be inferred 
that the plan of publicity is about the 
only thing that can be legally employed 
to meet such evils as the evil of over- 
capitalization. Regarding the evil men- 
tioned the commission touches upon Its 
effect on prices and deals with the 
Standard Oil and other monopolies and 
trusts. It may be here stated that the 
commission heard 
no testimony to 


prove that the Standard Oil wag over- 
capitalized, but it heard abundant tes- 
timony to prove that it was getting 
excessive profits on its capitalization. 
Most all the other trusts or monopolies 
referred to by the commissiom were 
found to be greatly over-capitalized and 
paying large dividends on the capital- 
ization. Discussing1 this ine commission, 
while condemning over-capitalization 
and the business of the "promoter," 
simply raises the question, whether 
the prices permitting the large divi- 
dends on the over-capitalization were 
maintained by the trust's or mono- 
poly's controlling power. 


As a means of settling1 this question 


and defending the public against the 
artificial maintenance of high prices 
the publicity plan is recommended by 
the commission to make competition 
operative. Quite evident it is the opin- 
ion of the commission that competition 
will set in when it is known that a cor- 
poration is making large profit on an 
excessive capitalization. This is sound 
doctrine. Lay it bare before the whole 
people the r>rofit there is in manufac- 
turing a certain produce on a certain 
capitalization and if it appears that 
there is room to make money on a com- 
paratively smaller capitalizatioiii and 
lower price the men and the capital to 
do it will be forthcoming all other 
things being equal. 
And all other things would be equal if 
the commission's recommendations re- 
lative to railroads were in effect in law 
and all laws against illegal restriction 
to trade enforced thoroughly.

The 
climax was precipitated when the justly 
indignant editor, whose motives, liter- 
ary judgment and good taste had been 
impeached, declared that "The Luck of 
Eoaring Camp" should appear in the 
very next number of The Overland 
Monthly or ho would resign his office.

DEVOID OF ANIMAL LIFE. 


A Ceaseless Struggle Between Fire and 


'Water In Antarctica. 


"The Antarctic is a continental land 


unique in the world," writes General 
A. W. Greely in an interesting article 
on "What May Be Pound at the Sonzh 
Pole" in The Ladies' Home Journal. 
"Its desolate shores, rarely approach- 
able under most favorable conditions, 
are laved by an ocean the richest on the 
globe in its marina life, animal and 
vegetable. Seala and whales in incredi- 
ble numbers abound in its waters, ai;d 
countless sea birds cover with nests and 
eggs the few favored land spots which 
are free Irom enow during the brief, 
comfortless summer. It is a continent 
where abounds no land animal life, 
either mammals, birds, insects, spiders 
or reptiles. No mammal exists within 
600 miles of its borders. It is also de- 
void of land vegetation (except the low- 
est forms of cellular tissue, lichens, 
which have been found in two places 
only), having neither ferns, flowering 
plants, shrubs nor trees. 


"Heres however, natnre displays her 


forces on a scale elsewhere unknown. 
Over the millions of square miles of this 
austral continent ceaselessly continues a 
titanic struggle between the opposing 
ancient elements of fire and water. In 
vain the volcanoes pour forth streams of 
molten lava and shoot upward pillars of 
fire. Welcoming the lava as a protect- 
ing, nonconducting covering of its lower 
strata of flowing glaciers, the conti- 
nental ice cap resistlessly advances, cer- 
tain that in time, when the processes of 
erosion have lowered the elevation of 
the volcanic craters, its countless tiny 
snowflakes will quench the apparently 
nnextingnishable fires that now shake 
from end to end the continent of An- 
artica."

What Becomes of Shlpi Which Sink to 


the Bottom of the Sea. 


What becomes of the ship that sinks 


in midooean? If it is of wood, it takes, 
In the first place, considerable time for 
it to reach the bottom. In 100 or more 
fathoms of water a quarter of an hour 
will elapse before the ship reaches bot- 
tom. It sinks slowly, and, when the bot- 
tom is reached, it falls gently into the 
soft, oozy bed, with no crash or break- 
ing. 


Of course, if it is laden with pig iron 


or corresponding substances, or if it is 
an iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some- 
times strikes the bottom with such force 
as to smash in pieces. 
Once sunken, a 


ship becomes the prey of the countless 
inhabitants of the ocean. 


They swarm over and through the 


great boat and make it their home. Be- 
sides this they cover every inch of the 
boat with a thick layer of lime. 
This 


takes time, of course, and when one 
generation dies another continues the 
work, until finally the ship is so laden 
with heavy incrustations, corals, sponges 
and barnacles that, if Wood, the creak- 
ing timbers fall apart and slowly but 
surely are absorbed in the waste at tha 
lea bottom. 


Iron vessels are demolished more 


quickly than those of wood, which may 
last for centuries. The only metals that 
withstand the chemical action of the 
waves are gold and platinum, and glnss 
also seems unaffected. 
No matter how 


long gold may be hidden in the ocean; 
it will always ba gold when recovered, 
and this fact explains the many roman- 
tic and adventurous searches after hid- 
d^n submarine treasures lost in ship- 
wrecks. —Exchange.

The hero of the following story, Kis- 


sane, bad been a prominent business 
man in Cincinnati. He was triad with 
others and acquitted on the charge of 
burning the steamboat Martha Wash- 
ington to secure insurance, and after- 
ward was sent to the penitentiary fora 
large bank forgery: 


Into the Walker Nicaragua expedi- 


tion, made ap for the raostpartof "men 
of strong character, tired of the hum- 
drnm of common life and ready for a 
career -which might bring them the 
sweets of adventure or the rewards of 
fame," Kissane now, on coming out of 
the penitentiary, threw himself with all 
the abandon of his daring nature. He ar- 
rived at Nicaragua Feb. 1, 1858. Un- 
der an assumed name he was soon ap- 


j pointed 
and 
commissioned 
assistant 


commanding genera], with the rank of 
major, anct ordered to take charge of the 
commissariat of the army. 
He showed 


such ability that Walker soon promoted 
him. 
For eight or nine months he had 


the entire fmai:ces of the country in his 
hands, and but for his careful manage- 
ment the filibustering scheme, it is con- 
ceded, would have met an earlier de- 
feat. 


When General Walker marched to 


Eivas, he left Granada in charge of 
Kissane. The latter made sudden sallies 


' on the neighboring haciendas, and, cap- 


: turing the wives and daughters of prom- 


inent Nicaraguans, held them as hos- 


l tages to be exchanged for money or pro- 


visions. 
He is reputed to have made a 


fortnne in the^ale of confiscated hacien- 
das and vouchers. Under his direction 
cathedrals and convents and private 
dwellings were pillaged of gold, silver 
and jewels. The plunder, which filled 
six large cedar cheats, was melted, 
packed in small bulk and shipped to 
New Orleans. 
Robed in priestly vest- 


ments and carrying the holy eucharisfe, 
Kissane led a triumphant procession 
through the streets of Granada. His au- 
dacity and bravery won him devoted 
followers. Pew, if any, of his compan- 
ions in arms snspected his early history. 
Nevertheless the tropics did not shield 
him wholly from memory of the past. 
Recognizing in one of the youthful fol- 
lowers of the army the son of a man 
who had testified against him in the 
Martha 
Washington 
case, 
Kissane 


had the young man arrested on some 
trumped up charge and shot down in 
cold blood. 


At the collapse of the expedition Kis- 


sane caused to be published in the pa- 
pers accounts of the heroic death of 
himself under his new name.

while he escaped from .the country to 
Panama on board the United States 
sloop of war St. Mary's, Captain Davia.

gives his reasons in The Overland 
Monthly : 


Japan has an unlimited supply of 


cheap coal and cheap labor. It has al- 
ready demonstrated its ability to com- 
pete with Europe and America by in- 
vading the home markets of those coun- 
tries, It has the best machinery which 
the world has up to this time produced 
and can manufacture as much more as 
it needs. The imitative faculty of the 
race is unquestioned and unrivaled, and 
its originality is becoming acknowl- 
edged. It recognizes such educational 
defects as it possesses and with charac- 
teristic energy and conscientiousness is 
setting about to gain such knowledge as 
is necessary to bring its people to the 
highest state of industrial efficiency. 
Chemistry was formerly practically an 
unknown science in Japan. Now the 
Japanese export chemicals to America. 
Physics and mathematics will bo studied 
with similar practical results, and most 
Americans now living will undoubtedly 
eee a Japan with a modern civilization, 
as far as its industries are concerned, 
but with a people still Japanese in char- 
acter and tastes, who manufacture goods 
for foreign markets, as do the English, 
and who no more desire to supply their 
needs with English, French or American 
productions than we do to supply ours 
with those of China, Japan or India.

ude Senrat Might Have Been Ml»« 


taken For a Skeleton. 


Instances of remarkably thin men 


are not uncommon, but Claude Am- 
brolse Seurat, who was exhibited in 
1825, was such an extraordinary per- 
sonage that no fewer than 10,000 per- 
eons visited Win in a few weeks. Seu- 
rat was born in 1797 and was there- 
fore 28 years of age when he made his 
appearance. 


Astley Cooper, the famous physician, 


was among the throng who poured 
into the building in which Seurat re- 
ceived those who were anxious to see 
him, and in writing of him he said: 


"Seurat is without, doubt the most 


mysterious being I have encountered. 
His face is that of an ordinary man, 
somewhat emaciated perhaps, but not 
remarkably so. His eyes are bright 
and his voice is pleasing. Seen in the 
ordinary costume of the day, he in no 
way differs from the average foreigner, 
but stripped of his padded clothing he 
presents an astounding spectacle. 


"His arms are mere bones, covered 


by parchmentlike skin and muscle, and 
flesh he appears to have none. He is 
therefore scarcely able to move his 
Rrms and legsc and walks, though 
without apparent effort, with extreme 
difficulty. 
On measuring him 
and 


weighing him I found that his chest 
measurement was 30% inches, which 
is fair; that his weight was not more 
than 45 pounds, the bones being much 
smaller than those of an ordinary man 
of his stature, who might weigh 150 
pounds. In appearance, indeed, he so 
much resembled a :»celeton that a 
shortsighted person might easily mis- 
take him foi1 one." 


Seurat's food consisted of two or 


three ounces of bread and meat daily, 
and sometimes he _took a little wine. 
He was remarkably intelligent and 
well read and picked up English rapid- 
ly. On arriving at. places where he 
was not known hs TVJS accustomed to 
walk out in his padded clothes anci 
did not attract any particular atten- 
tion. He said that until the age of 10 
years he resembled any ordinary boy, 
but that he suddenly wasted away. 
He died in 1849, aged 52 years.—Chica- 
go News.

OPEN AIR CONGREGATION WHICH 


THEY VOLUNTARILY JOINED. 


Some of Them Brought Their Babies With 


Them and Boxed Their Ban When They 
Showed Signs of tevlty—Experience of 
Mlulonwleit In India. 


The most singular audience that I 


ever saw gathered to listen to preaching 
was an audience of monkeys, says an 
India correspondent of the Boston Gold- 
en Rule. 


When I commenced work in the re- 


gion which I have now occupied for 
more than 80 years, I asked two fellow 
missionaries to join me in a preaching 
tour in the adjacent taluk, or county. 
We first went with three native assist- 
ants to the taluk" town, or county seat. 
Oar tents were pitched in a grove ad- 
joining the town. 
We usually on our 


tours Went two and two to preach in the 
villages; but, this being the taluk town, 
and the first of our preaching the gospel 
in that region, we went in a body into 
the native city. 


Walking through the cloth, sploe, 


grain and iron merchants' ba/nar streets, 
and then through the goldsmiths and 
silversmiths' street, around through the 
temple street, and then through the 
street of Brahman residences, to adver- 
tise our presence and incite curiosity to 
know what we were about, we finally 
took our stand in the Brahman street, 
and all joined in singing one of the 
beautiful Telngu Christian lyrics and 
gathered an audience of interested lis- 
teners. 


We stood upon & little raised platform 


on one side of the street against the 
house walls. The houses were all of one 
story, joined together like a city block, 
with flat roofs and a low parapet along 
the front of the roof. One of our native 
assistants read a portion from the gos- 
pels, and another preached briefly; then 
one of my fellow missionaries followed, 
preaching more at length, while I 
watched the audience, to study the coun- 
tenances of the people among whom I 
expected to work. 


I had noticed that behind the houses 


on the opposite side of the street there 
was a long row of trees growing in their 
back yards, the branches of which 
stretched out over the flat roofs. 


Chancing to raise my eyes, I noticed 


many branches of these trees beginning 
to bend downward toward the roofs and 
saw the faces of some old jack monkeys 
peering out through the foliage. Soon 
some of them jumped down and came 
forward to see what their "big broth- 
ers' ' in the street were about, as they 
stood gazing so intently at these white 
men standing on the platform. Spring- 
ing upon the parapet, they seated them- 
selves, with their hind feet hanging 
over in front, and gazing with fixedness 
at the preacher, as they saw the people 
in the street doing. 


Other monkeys followed, until there 


•was a long row of them thus seated on 
the parapet. The late comers I could see 
walking along behind the parapet, look- 
ing for a place wide enough to get a 
seat. Failing to find a wide enough 
place between two already seated mon- 
keys, they would put up their hands, 
and, pushing each one sidewise, would 
seem to be saying, "Sit along a little, 
please, and give a fellow a seat," until 
the "bench" was crowded. 


The audience in the street, standing 


with their backs toward that row of 
houses, did not notice the monkeys, and 
eo their attention was not distracted by 
them. 


I had noticed that many mother mon- 


keys had brought their babies to church 
With them. These little baby monkeys 
sat npon the thigh of the mother, while 
her hand was placed around them in a 
very human fashion, bnt the sermon 
was evidently too high for these little 
folks to comprehend. Glancing up, J 
saw one of the little monkeys cautiously 
reach hia hand around, and, catching 
hoid of another baby monkey's tail, 
give it a pull. The other little monkey 
struck back, but each mother monkey 
evidently disapproved of this levity in 
church, and each gave its own baby a 
box on the ears, as though saying: "Sit 
down I Don't you know how to behave 
in church?" The little monkeys, thus 
reprimanded, turned the most solemn 
faces toward the preacher and seemed 
to listen intently to what he was saying. 


With the exception of a monkey now 


and then trying to catch a flea that waa 
biting him in some tender spot, they 
thus sat demurely nntil the preacher 
finished his sermon and until we had 
distributed gospels and tracts among the 
audience and had started for our tents. 


Our "celestial audience," seeing onr 


"terrestrial audience" dispersing, then, 
and not until then, left their seats and 
demurely walked back and sprang npon 
the branches again. 
There were no 


"monkey capers" as they went. 
They 


were as serious as a congregation leav- 
ing a church and sat npon the branches 
in a meditative mood as though think- 
ing over what they had heard the preach- 
er say. 
And thus we left o-'r unique 


fconkey audience.

MIRRORS OF AIR, 


(That It Is That Causes the Marvels of 


the Mirage. 


The cause of the mirage is now well 


bnderstood—BO well understood that 
there are ways of making small mirages 
for experiment. 


The simplest explanation that I can 


give is to say that the rays of light com- 
ing from the thing that is seen are bent 
in going through layers of air differently 
heated. When these rays are so bent as 
to be almost level with a layer of air, 
they do not enter it at all, bnt (so to 
speak) glance off and are reflected as if 
from a mirror. Then the air reflects just 
as a glass mirror or a body of water 
would, if it lay between the eye and the 
trees or ship. 


This explanation will give yon a gen- 


eral idea of the cause of the mirage. In 
the case of the desert the refloating air 
mirror i& believed by the observer to bo 
water, aad the image changes its place 
as yon go forward jnsfe as a reflection 
would move as you advanced on a glass 


! mirror. In the case of the ship the air 


mirror seems to be above you and re- 
flects the ship, which is really out of 
sight over the horizon. But I do not 
pretend to explain all about the differ- 
ent images that may possibly be formed 
under different conditions of the atmos- 
phere; that is a schoolroom task, and a 
hard one. 


' 
The fata morgana is a form or modi- 


fication of mirage often seen in the 
straits that separate the toe of the 
"boot" of Italy and the island of Sicily, 
just opposite. When the sun is just at 
the right position and sea and air are 
also rat-ty to help, strange views of ob- 
jects upon the opposite coast are seen 
from Oalabria—sometimes 
magnified 


and set against a background of colored 
mists. Fata morgana means the fairy 


' of the sea.

It is said that sometimes, during a 


hot and still summer day, by placing 
the eye close to the surface of a dry 
road, a mirage can be seen, but I have 
never tried it.

Defeated by Frontiersmen. 


In The Century William Hugh Rob- 


arts has an article entitled "Napoleon's 
Interest In the Battle of New Orleans." 
In this ia quoted a hitherto unpublished 
letter written by General Jackson to Mr. 
James Monroe. A portion of the letter 
follows: 


There was a very heavy fog on ,tke 


river that morning, and the British had 
formed and were moving before I knew 
it 
The disposition of the riflemen was 


very simple. They were told off in Nos. 
1 and 3. No. 1 was to fire first, then 
step back and let No. 2 shoot while he 
reloaded. About 600 yards from the rifle- 
men there was a great drainage canal 
running back from the Mississippi river 
to the swamp in the rear of the tilled 
land on which we were operating. Along 
this canal the British formed, nnder the 
fire of the few artillery pieces I had 
near enongh to them to get their range. 
Bnt the instant I saw them I said to 
Coffee, whom I directed to hnrry to his 
line, which was to be first attacked: 
"By 
, we have got them I They are 


ours I" Coffee dashed forward, and, rid- 
ing along his line, called out, "Don't 
shoot till yon can see their belt buoklesl" 
The British were formed in mass, well 
closed np, and about two companies 
front. 


The British, thns formed, moved on 


at a quick step, without firing a shot, to 
within 100 yards of the kneeling rifle- 
men, who were holding their fire till 
they could see the belt buckles of their 
enemies. The British advance was exe- 
cuted as though they had been on pa- 
rade. They marched shoulder to shoul- 
der, with the step of veterans, as they 
were. At 100 yards distance from our 
lino the order was given: "Extend col- 
umn 
front! 
Double quick, march! 


Charge!" With bayonets at the charge, 
they came on us at a run. I own it was 
an anxious moment. I well knew the 
charging column was made up of the 
picked troops of the British army. They 
had been trained by the duke himself, 
were commanded by his brother-in-law 
and had successfully held off the ablest 
of Napoleon's marshals in the Spanish 
campaign. My riflemen had never seen 
such an attack, nor had they ever before 
fought white men. The morning, too, 
was damp. Their powder might not 
burn well. "God help us!" I muttered, 
watching the rapidly advancing line. 
Seventy, 60, 50, finally 40 yards, were 
they from the silent kneeling riflemen. 
Ail of my men that Icould see was their 
long rifles redgd on the logs before 
them. They o»yed their orders well. 
Not a shot was fired until the redcoats 
were within 40 yards. I heard Coffee's 
voice as he roared out: "Now, men, aim 
for the center of the cross belts! Fire!" 
A second after the order a crackling, 
blazing flash ran all along our line. The 
smoke hnrig so heavily in tne misty 
morning air that I could not see wnat 
had happened. I called Tom Overtou 
and Abner Duncan of my staff, and we 
galloped toward Coffee's line. In a few 
seconds after the first fire there came 
another sharp, ringing volley. As I 
came-within 150 yards of Coffea the 
smoke lifted enough for me to make out 
vhat was happening. 


The Lnlisrb were falling back in a 


confused, disorderly mass, and the en- 
tire first ranks of their column were 
blown away. For 200 yards in our front 
the ground was covered with a mass of 
writhing, wounded, dsarl and dying red- 
coats. By the time the rifles were wiped 
the British line was reformed, and on 
it came again. This time they were led 
by General Pakenham in person, gal- 
lantly monuted and riding as thonghhe 
was on parade. Just before he got within 
range of Coffee's line I heard a single 
rifle shot from a group of country carts 
we had been using, about 175 yards dis- 
tant, and a moment thereafter I saw 
Pakenham reel and pitch out of his sad- 
dle. I havo always believed he fell from* 
the bullet of a freeman of color who 
was a famous rifle shot and came from 
the Atakappas region of Louisiana. The 
second advance was precisely like the 
first in its ending. In five volleys the 
1,500 or more riflemen killed 
and 


wo'uuded 8,117 British soldiers, two- 
thirds of them killed dead or mortally 
wounded. I did not know where Gen- 
eral Pakeubam was lying, or I should 
have sent to him or gone in person to 
offer any service in my power to render. ' 


I was told he lived two hours after 


he was hit. His wound was directly 
through the liver and bowela General 
Keene, I hear, was killed. 
They sent 


a flag to me, asking leave to gather 
up their wounded and bury their dead, 
which, of course, I granted. I was told 
by a wounded officer that the rank and 
file absolutely refused to make a third 
ciiargo. "Wo have no chance with such 
shooting as these Americana do," they 
said-

Exploring the tfpper Niger. 


After an absence of three years the 


expedition under Lieutenant Hourst has 
safely returned to Europe from the Ni- 
ger. The party ascended the Senegal 
river and then carried the sections of 
an aluminium boat overland to the up- 


I per part of the Niger. On reaching this 


I river the pieces of the boat were put to- 
[ gather and two native boats purchased. 


In these the expedition sailed down tho 


' Niger to Timbuktu, where a stay of 


ten months was made. 
The voyage 
| from Timbuktu to Lokoja, at the con- 


fluence of the Ni&i?r and Bonne, seems 
| to have been arduous, but from that 
I point the expedition was towed by a 


launch belonging to the Royal Niger 
company to the coast at Wari. How 
much fresh topographical information 
Lieutenant Hourst's party has obtained 
is not yet stated. This will depend on 
the highest point reached on the Niger. 
Router's message states that the expedi- 
tion "first met the river Niger 
nfc 


Eayes," but that town is on the Sene- 
gal river. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that much valuable scientific in- 
formation was obtained, for the expedi- 
tion traveled slowly and was admirably 
equipped. One novelty was the use of a 
phonograph for reporting the native war 
songs. The expeditifc kept poaco with 
the natives throughout; tho journey, in 
which it differs greatly from sorno of 
those previously coudnoted by French 
explorers in tfcat region.—Nature.

Bisl.op Lawrence Appears at Interest- 


ing Hearing in Boston 


A continuance of a hearing by the 


committee on prisons, on petition of 
Bishop William Lawrence that the 
commonwealth assume control of coun- 
ty prisons, took place yesterday in 
Boston. Mrs. Alice N. Lincoln cal'-d 
attention to certain facts regarding 
the amount of exe jise which is pro- 
vided in the county jails of the state, 
as they are given by the different jail- 
ers and masters when she visited the 
prisons in 189S. 


Moorfield S- «y followed Mrs. Lin- 


coln, sho-uin?- 
j strong support which 


has been given the petition by those 
highest in state office and of high po- 
sition in the community. He also told 
of the system as followed in some for- 
eign countries. He alluded to the op- 
position to the bill, which in sc ne 
quarters aii~=>s, brought forward 
by 


those who cannot view it wholly from 
£>n impartial viewpoint. 


Bishop Lawrence talked or the mat- 


ter from a business point of view. He 
told of former antiquated business sys- 
tems under which ra; cads formerly 
were conducted as compared with mod- 
ern methods. Time has brought radi- 
cal and important changes in the con- 
duct of railroads with large saving of 
money. On this basis Bishop Lawrence 
urged that the prison systems are still 
antiquated, in a large measure, and 
v.-hc' was known to be necessary years 
a,go m caring for prisoners is no longer 
so. Modern times demand modern me- 
thods, that of classification in particu- 
lar. 
Not alone on a business basis 


should prison reform be brought about, 
but from a humanitarian point as well. 
Criminals indiscriminately herded to- 
gether are qiuck to feel injustice done 
them in fancied cr positive favor 
shown some other criminal. This they 
resent perhaps more than anything- else 
in the way of hardship. A better know- 
ledge of criminology and classification 
of criminals in a humanitarian way 
the speaker hoped to see established in 
Massachusetts and he made an urgent 
plea that this be brought about.
